In  1891-80  years  ago-faculty 
and  students  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy  marched  to  the  Provo 
Tabernacle  to  hear  a history  of 
the  school  by  President  Karl  G. 
Maeser. 

And  Founder’s  Day— which 
later  gave  rise  to  both  Founder’s 
Day  and  Homecoming 
celebrations-was  founded. 

Brigham  Young  Academy 
officially  became  BYU  at  the 
1903  Founder’s  Day  celebration. 
In  1912,  decorated  carriages  were 
added  to  the  two-mile  grand 
march., 

BUT  THE  celebration  of  1915 
was  the  biggest  yet. 

A sunrise  40-gun  salute  began 
the  activities.  By  8 a.m.  the  Y Bell 
could  be  heard  calling  students, 
faculty,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
together  for  a hike  to  Maple  Flat, 
5,000  feet  above  campus  on  Y 
Mountain.  Reaching  the  Block  Y, 
the  group  paused  to  sing  the 
school  song. 


The  panting  group  arrived  at 
Maple  Flat  early  in  the  afternoon 
and  band  members,  a little  weary 
from  lugging  their  instruments, 
mustered  enough  wind  for  several 
rousing  tunes.  Dr.  James  E. 
Talmage  was  the  featured  speaker. 

IN  1925  a grand  historic  parade 
with  floats  and  students  marching 
in  their  respective  classes  sparked 
the  celebrations. 

By  1930,  Founder’s  Day  and 
Homecoming  were  celebrated 
separately.  Social  units  and  clubs 
presented  a parade  before 
spectators  at  half-time  of  the 
football  game. 

Colorado  student  body  officers 
and  a Provo  merchant  judged  the 
35  floats  in  the  1946  parade.  This 
was  the  first  parade  and  full 
Homecoming  celebration  before 
the  war. 

Three  thousand  blazing  torches 
lit  the  way  for  a student  parade 
down  University  avenue  following 
the  “Fieldhouse  Follies”  in  1951.

Theme  for  Homecoming  that  year 
was  the  “Flaming  Fifties.” 

THIS  YEAR  also  marked  the 
first  time  the  homecoming  queen 
received  a formal  coronation. 

The  ‘Follies’  of  1951,  a bargain 
at  25  cents,  featured  Miss  America 
and  finalists  in  the  university 
quartet  competition. 

A highlight  of  the  1954 
Fieldhouse  Follies  was  a talk  by 
Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  father  of 
the  homecoming  queen  for  that 
year.  If  you  wanted  to  sit  in  the 
card  section  at  the  stadium  for  the 
1954  Homecoming,  a white  shirt 
was  an  absolute  requirement. 

ALTHOUGH  football  games 
have  been  Homecoming 
celebration  highlights,  there  was 
no  football  at  BYU  from  1942  to 
1946.  In  1945,  however,  there 
was  a homecoming  queen. 
Inauguration  Ball  and  song  and 
skit  competition. 

Live  cougars  were  sought  in 
1946.  The  Y News,  precedessor  of 
the  Daily  Universe,  stated  that 
“an  added  incentive  to  cougar 
hunters  is  the  announcement  that 
the  person  who  brings  in  the  first 
live  mascot  will  have  the  privilege 
of  crowning  the  queen  and  a $75 
reward  for  the  cougar.” 

IN  1 955  unknown  persons 
removed  the  Y Bell  from  the  care 
of  the  Intercollegiate  Knight 
service  unit  causing  a 20-minute 
delay  in  lighting  the  mountainside 
block  Y for  Homecoming.  An  IK 
spokesman  at  the  time  declared 
that  “steps  are  being  taken  to 
prevent  unauthorized  persons 
from  removing  the  Y bell  in  the 
future.” 

“Mirror  through  the  years”  was 
the  theme  of  the  1958 
Homecoming  fest.  Associated 


Women  Students  added  to  their 
scholarship  fund  that  year  by 
selling  all-day  suckers  at  the 
. football  game. 

Homecoming  1961  marked  the 
85  th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  BYU.  More  than  6,000 
attended  the  Homecoming 
activities  themed  “It’s  a Y’d  Wide 
World.”  Also  the  statue  of 
Brigham  Young  in  front  of  the 
Administration  Bldg,  was 
unveiled. 

CHOCOLATE  anything  was  the 
favorite  food  of  1962 


homecoming  queen  Marilyn 
Johnson. 

A group  of  ‘conservative’ 
(according  to  a 1 963  news  release) 
young  men  with  the  purpose  of 
promoting  loyalty  and  esprit  de 
corps  among  students  and  the 
athletic  teams  appeared  for  the 
first  time  at  the  1 963 
Homecoming  parade.  The  group 
called  itself  the  Young  Men. 

IN  1964  a special  drive  was 
launched  for  the  homecoming 
weekend  to  make  sure  “everyone” 
on  campus  had  dates  for  the 


Hoot’nanny,  game,  fireside  and 
other  events.  The  reason, 
according  to  a 1964  Daily 
Universe,  was  that  “50  per  cent  of 
the  boys  dated  10  per  cent  of  the 
girls.” 

On  Nov.  3,  1965  at 

approximately  2:30  a.m.,  20 
unidentified  students  of  the  Provo 
Institute  of  Higher  Learning 
conducted  a well-planned  and 
executed  raid  to  alter  the  block  U 
northeast  of  the  Redskin 
Reservation  in  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
early  morning  expedition 
consisted  of  carrying  600  pounds 


of  lime  in  50-pound  sacks  to  affix 
a 25  by  75-yard  tail  to  the  U 
converting  it  into  a discernible  Y 
visible  all  over  Salt  Lake  City. 
Two  live  cougars,  a trampoline 
act,  clowns,  candy  and  a float 
dedicated  to  the  armed  forces 
were  part  of  BYU’s  1965 
Homecoming  parade. 

BYU  STUDENTS  chose  a girl 
from  a two-home  family  of  14,  a 
Hayley  Mills’  double,  and  a ski 
‘nut’  as  their  Homecoming 
Royalty  for  1966.  Queen  Afton 
Young  with  10  sisters  and  one 
brother  hailed  from  Westminister, 
Calif.  “Her  family  lives  in  two 
houses  side  by  side  and  her  Dad 
was  teased  about  having  a wife  in 
each  house,”  according  to  Miss 
Young. 

A highlight  of  the  1967 
Homecoming  was  the 
re-establishment  of  a tradition 
which  died  around  1941— the 
Founder’s  Day  celebration. 

Departing  from  the  usual 
football-dominated  festivities, 
Homecoming  1 968  was 
highlighted  by  the  world’s  largest 
cake.  A 25,000-pound  confection 
measuring  40  ft  long,  six  ft.  high 
and  five  ft.  wide,  the  cake  was 
composed  of  6,000  separate 
one-layer  yellow  cakes. 

Last  year  for  the  first  time 
Homecoming  looked  like  a 
budding  zoo.  Fleet-footed  camels 
and  ostriches,  a wrestling  tiger, 
and  a bucking  donkey  caused  a 
stir  on  the  Quad.  And  a 
hippopotamus  and  an  elephant 
lumbered  down  University  Ave. 
with  the  rest  of  the  snow-topped 
Homecoming  parade.  Turtle  trots 
were  also  staged  while  the  Fiesta 
Day  Mariachi  Band  played  on. 

And  that  marks  80  years  of 
Homecoming-Founder’s  Day  fun 
at  BYU.

In  a post-game  article,  “Brigham 
Young  University’s  football  team 
reached  Saturday  the  highest 
standing  that  a Mormon  team  has 
ever  reached  in  Rocky  Mountain 
Conference  team  standing,  when 
it  crushed  the  bid  of  a powerful 
and  dangerous  Montana  State 
machine  19-6  in  a thrilling  game 
played  before  a homecoming 
crowd  in  the  Y Stadium.”

The  Founder’s  Day  Parade  in  1914 


“Preparations  for  the  second 
and  last  big  football  rally  of  the 
season  have  begun  with  no  effort 
to  be  spared  in  making  this  one  of 
the  greatest  staged  by  this 
university,  according  to  the  rally 
committee.  With  the  added 
feature  of  a Homecoming 
celebration ...” 

This  excerpt  from  an  article  in 
the  Nov.  11,  1930,  issue  of  the  Y 
News  (One  of  the  forerunners  of 
the  Daily  Universe)  is  one  of  the 
first  indications  of  traditional 
Homecoming  activities. 

Coverage  of  this  “giant 
get-together  rally”  was  found  in 
the  November  11,  14  and  18 
issues  of  the  1930  Y News. 

“Hundreds  of  alumni  of 
Brigham  Young  University” 
(instead  of  the  thousands  to  take 
part  in  this  year’s  Homecoming) 
participated  in  a variety  of 
activities  from  dancing  to  the 
“scintillating  music  furnished  by 
professor  Robert  Sauer  and  his 
university  band”  to  attending  a 
pre-game  pep  rally  where  Pres. 
Franklin  S.  Harris,  then  Pres,  of 
BYU,  delivered  a “pep  talk.” 

The  focal  event  of  this  early 
homecoming  celebration  was  the 
“all  important  football  game 
Saturday  afternoon  between 
Brigham  Young  and  Montana 
State.” 

Three  main  events  were 
sponsored,  in  addition  to  the 
football  game,  as  part  of  the 
traditional  activities.  The  first  was 
“a  special  two  hour  free  matinee 
rally  dance”  with  “novel  stunts 


and  ideas,  all  designed  to  work  up 
the  proper  big  game  spirit.” 

One  of  the  features  of  the  dance 
was  the  football  theme  and  the 
use  of  footballs  and  varsity 
players’  names,  gridiron  terms  and 
phrases  as  “qualifying  credentials 
for  successful  tagging.” 

“Second,  the  band  in  uniform” 
led  “the  students  down  town  to 
the  Paramount  Theatre,  where  a 
special  college  program  consisting 
of  a clever  skit,  and  several  dance 
and  musical  numbers”  preceded 


“a  pep  program  featuring  a pep 
talk  by  President  F.  S.  Harris. 

Another  special  feature  of  the 
Homecoming  activities  took  place 
during  the  halftime  of  the  game 
when  “seventeen  clubs  and  social 
units  of  the  university” 
characterized  “in  a unique  parade 
the  periods  from  1875  (the  year 
when  the  institution  was  founded) 
to  the'  present  and  some  futuristic 
ideas  depicting  various  periods  up 
to  the  year  2000.”  The  parade 
included  “floats,  costumes,  etc.”
